MAKE 193* A SAFE YEAR 

A publication of the National Safety Council car- 
rics an excellent New Year wish: "Three hundred and 
sixty-five safe and happy days to you for 19)3. 

If that wish could bear fruit, it would be a magni- 
ficent thing for the country. It would save thou- 
sands of lives which would otherwise be needlessly

CONCERNING OUR TAX RATE' 

A reduction of 33 cents on $100 taxable valuation 
revealed in the tax rate of Antioch School. District 34 
or the village of Antioch in the recent figures com- 
piled by the clerk of Lake County, is satisfying in its 
indication that taxes arc headed downward, not up- 
ward, for this district. This reduction, is the largest 
made by any district in Lake County except Gurnee 
No. 56 and North Chicago-Shields No. 64, both of 
which had decreases of 39 cents in their total levies. 

The question which naturally arises out of this in- 
formation is how the reduction was effected and in 
what units of our tax structure. 

To thoroughly understand the situation, the low- 
ered valuation must be taken into consideration. Prop- 
erty assessed at $1000 in the 1931 valuation is assessed 
at $850 for 1932. In other words, valuations dropped 
15 per cent, and consequently, a tax levy which re- 
mains the same for 1932 as 1931 can bring in only 85 
per cent of the revenue obtained last year. This 
statement is made with the theoretical assumption, of 
course, that delinquencies will be the same as last year. 

More than two thirds of the $6.10 per $100 levied 
in this district will go into the coffers of the grada 
school, the township high school, and the village. The 
remainder is divided among the state, county, township, 
township road and bridge, and gravel units. 

Out of the eight units which Antioch taxpayers' 
dollars support, only two units showed an increase in 



levy 

• The state's increase over last year's rate was 28 per 
cent, the rate jumping from 39 cents per $100 for 
1931 to a 1932 rate of 50 cents per. hundred. An in- 
crease in the township rate of 19 per cent was made. 
This increase is accounted for by the necessity for more 
poor relief funds. # 

The greater part of, the decrease in the tax rate is 
shown in the levies made for roads. A 45 per cent 
decrease was made in the 1932 levy for the gravel unit. 
The township road and bridge rate, was decreased 20 

per cent. . t , 

As further evidence that the largest saving for the 
taxpayer will be made on roads, the greater portion of 
the decrease in the county rate is made in the high- 
way tax. The county rate, lowered 19 per cent, has 
a levy of 39 cents per $100 as compared with 4S cents 
in 1931. The division of this sum is as follows 

1931 1932 

General Fund $.25 $-25 

Detention Fund -01 - 00 

Highway Tax .08 .05 

County Bonds -H .09 

More than half the county's reduced rate was effected 
by a reduction in the levy for revenue to retire county 
bonds. , . 

The township high school levy shows a reduction in 
levy of 1 per cent. The 1931 tax rate for the high 
school was $1.32 per $100 and for the grade school 
$2.00 per $100*. For 1932 the rate is $1.18 for the high 
school and $1.98 for the grade school. 

An actual reduction of 5 per cent is found in the 
total tax levy for District 34 as compared with the 
taX levy of 1931. However, although the levy 
amounts to only 5 per cent less, there is an actual re- 
duction of more than 19 per cent in the total estimated 
expenditures as the lowered valuations leaves 15 per 
cent less" property to spread the tax over. 

Those who have an active interest in how their 
tax dollar is spent will read these figures with interest. 
Those who have no interest in studying the functions 
of their tax money have no reason to complain of over- 
taxation. A fire tended and watched carefully is one 
of civilization's most valuable aids, but out of control 
it becomes a dangerous enemy. So it is with taxes.

Fisher Body Borrows Idea From Hollywood to 'Shoot' 

New Ventilation System in Action 




The special "rig" below was devised by 
Fisher Body Corporation to make possible 
a pictorial record of the New Fisher No 
Draft Ventilation System in action. 
Cameramen standing on the platform 10 
feet from the side of the car took pictures 
with the car In motion at 30, 40, and 50 
miles an hour.

CAUSE OF LOSSES 

Measures to Control Various 
Diseases Are Needed. 



(Or J, W. LUMU, ExUnilon Vnttrinarlaa.

Knowledge is power In the control 
of swine diseases, j 

It has been estimated that onlf 
00 per cent of the pigs furrowed lira 
to marketable age. It Is commonly 
assumed that 00 per cent of all loss- 
es from dlHcnses In swine may be 
charged to hog cholera. 

While In continuous use, the old 
hog lots and houses may become cen- 
ters for external parasites such as 
tic* and mange mites and more death 
dealing microscopic organisms, those 
that -cause pig diseases such as acur* 
vey, scours,- Infectious nasal catarrh, 
bronchitis. Infectious odemu, swine 
pest, undesirable sequels to wound 
fnfectlons, eczema, necrobaclllosls of 
tae skin, nose, stomach, and Intes- 
tines, and various types of pneumo- 
nia. Besides all these troubles, then- 
are the over present large round 
worm eggs. 

Preventive measures to control pi* 
diseases should begin before- the Ut- 
ters are farrowed. 

Thoroughly clean farrowing house, 
removing nil litter and scrubbing (loot 
«nd walls with boiling water and lye 
Wash sows with soup and water be- 
fore placing them In cleaned houses 
Within two weeks after farrowing, 
remove sow and pigs directly to a 
field that has not been used for hogs 
for at leust one year. 
Remove sow at weaning time. 
Allow no other hogs In the pas 

tore. 

Keep pigs on the pasture until four 
months old or until they ore post the 
period of greatest danger. 

Plow hog yards and lota each yoai 
and plant crops to help destroy reund 
worm eggs.

Red Cross Spends $2,760,000 

To Help Victims of 

Catastrophes. 

In a year of great misfortune caused 
by economic depression, la which the 
Amerlcsn Red Cross assumed heavy 
burdens of relief for the unemployed, 
the organisation also responded-' to 
emergency needs In 60 disasters In the

Montane, 
Nebraska, Washington and Iowa the 
Red Cross spent $1,080,000 from Its 
own treasury to feed and protect peo- 
ple through the winter and spring. 

Other grave disasters were floods In 
southeastern states, where the organ* 
Izatlon spent $192,000 from Its treasury 
and $66,000 local contributions to help 
13,000 persons.

Liver Fluke of Sheep 
1 Cause of Much Damage 

IPrapartd by tha United State* Department 
or Agriculture.) 

A poster dealing with the common 
sheep liver fluke hits been Issued bj 
the bureau of animal Industry, Unit©* 
Stntes Department of Agriculture, t% 
enlist the aid of live stock owners In 
checking the spread of the parasite. 
The poster describes und Illustrates 
the life cycle of the fluke and outline* 
simple methods of " control. Since 
young flukes spend a part of their life 
history In the snail, It is especially 
Important to 'drain, fill, or fence off 
wet areas In which snails breed. 
Snails may also be destroyed by the 
application of copper sulphate, as a 
spray or. powder, to lufested pastures. 

Besides killing many sheep and cat- 
tle annually, flukes cause an annual 
loss of fully £$00,000 because of dam- 
age to livers as. a food commodity. 
These pnrasltes, sometimes indirect- 
ly -called' leeches, nre spreading from 
Uie West coast, ltocky Mouutuln states, 
and South toward the East and North.

Manicuring Cattle to 

Save Much Discomfort 

Cnttle kept In the stable or In yards 
often aufTer discomfort because of ex- 
cessive growth of the claws. Tula la 
due to lack of wear, writes Dr. U 
Van Es, In Kansas Farmer. Excessive- 
ly long claws lead to a faulty position 
of tho limbs, strains of tendons and 
pain during motion. This discomfort 
and pulri may reduce tho milk yield. 

Heavy bred bulls are particularly 
apt to sutTcr, and their usefulness may 
become Impaired. They should have 
their claws properly trimmed about 
twice a year. With appropriate tools 
the excessive horn may be removed 
and tho whole smoothed with a rasp. 
It may be necessary to throw the ani- 
mal but this should not keep the Joo 
from being done.

When Bees Require 
to Be Winter Fed 

Matter Worthy of the Moat 
Careful Attention. 



Two methods of winter-feeding beet 
tre suggested by 11 Q. Richmond, dep- 
uty itute entomologist at the Ooluradr 
Agricultural college, for use In colon it* 
where the honey crop wits short Irs' 
summer and starvation Is showing on. 

"Winter feeding should not be prac- 
ticed unlets absolutely necessary/' 
Itlchmon! guys, "because It disturbs 
the bees, causes loss among the work- 
ers nnd generally results In unsuccess 
fill wintering. Consider before feed- 
ing II the colony Is worth It and If 
Hie bees would live even If fed." 

Where the colony has a queen and 
rhe cluster Includes four frames, prop- 
er feeding of copped honey In frames 
placed Jus? beside the cluster of bee* 
to replace the empty frames, Is to* 
only real satisfactory method, he says 

The honey should be partly liquid 
the more liquid the better, nnd must 
he from healthy colonies. U the origin 
of the honey Is not known to be satis 
factory It should not be used undei 
any circumstances, he warns. 

One or two standard full frames ol 
noney should be enough to carry a nor 
mal colony from four to six wepks. 
depending on how early brood renrlw 
starts. If abundant honey in frame* 
Is available, six frames may be add*j 
and the colony will be Insured against 
further shortage If the honey flow 
starts In May. 

An emergency feed may be made as 
a fondnnt candy of sugar, with propor- 
tions of two pounds of sugar to oue 
pound of water, hot water being usel 
to dissolve the sugnr. To each SC 
pounds of an car add one ten spoonful 
of tartaric acid. Roll until the mix- 
ture reaches 2.V) degrees F. Cool and 
ndd. by kneading, powdered sugar untl/ 
a very stiff candy Is made. Roll the 
fondnnr to a flat slab and place on top 
of the frames In the hive. 

The candy should be very stiff, mak 
ln& It difficult to pinch off nnd the 
powdered sugar must he free frorr 
starch, as starch Is Indigestible for 
bees. 



Butter Supply Must Be 

From TB-Free Sources 

Cleveland. Ohln. has a city ordlnnnce 
requiring that butter sold In the city 
must come from the milk of cows that 
have passed the tuberculin test. The 
ordinance became effective Jnnuury 1 
1032. 

Cleveland officials anticipate no se 
rlous opposition to the enforcement of 
the new ordinance. Tentntlve arrange- 
ments mve already been made for the 
proper labeling of butter from tuber 
■niUn-tested sources so that It mny be 
readily Identified. It Is understood 
that the term "tuberculin-tested 
source" means nn area In which the 
dairy herds have been tested under 
federal nnd slnte supervision nnd 
which Is officially designated as a 
'modified accredited area," that Is. 
nn area In which not more than one 
half of 1 per cent of the cattle art- 
tuberculous. 



Limestone for Stock 

Powdered limestone as a substitute 
for alfalfa hay produced satisfactory 
results In fattenlna rattle nt the Kan 
ms agricultural experiment station 
«»ne-tenth of a pound of finely around 
limestone, substituted for two pounds 
.if alfalfa hay. produced silently larg- 
er average dally gains In the Kansas 
tests. The prollts per head were also 
In favor of the cattle fed ground lime- 
stone. 

The rations In which the alfalfa hay 
and powdered limestone were compared 
Included corn, cottonseed meal and si- 
lage. The tests Indicate that r'lage 
may be satisfactorily supplemented 
with powdero*! ground limestone which 
acts as a substitute for alfalfa hay. 



MetaU in Powdered Form 

One development of the metallurg 
leal Industry Is the manufacturer o/ 
several metals in pulverized form la 
which shape they are applied to other 
metal surfaces by me spraying meth- 
od. Nickel, chromium, silver, plat- 
inum and other metals have been ycrj 
successfully made use of in this shape, 
but the greatest demand Is for cop- 
per. There has been created a de- 
mand for :MX 10.000 pounds of pow- 
tiered copper annually.

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lives is themselves. 

Books Make Contacts 
--^ Books are the most accessible 
sourco of making now contacts, know- 
ing.! hew modes of living, of adding 
space and breadth and height to the 
world within a homo. Most women 
will protest, "But I nevor can road — 
I Just don't have time." To that 
there's Just one answer. Someone 
a very wise someone, once said, "We 
always can db the things we want to, 
. unless they are physically or men- 
tally Impossible," and for most wom- 
en, reading Isn't either of those. 

Granted that a woman wants to 
read, the logical question is "What 
shall. she read?" Tho answer depends 
entirely upon tho woman's individual 
taste. Reading should be a pleasure 
and not a task. The woman finding 
no pleasure in her reading has failed 
to do sufficient exploring in book 
realms to discover Just what are her. 
tastes. 

Fiction with women more than 
men is popular reading. Some wom- 
en, liko their husbands, like detec- 
tive stories, socio prefer. . '.'drawing- 
room" novels, somo like clover so- 
phistication and some prefer- sim- 
plicity. 

Books written by women will us- 
ually have an appeal for other wom- 
en, perhaps because a wtoman's phil- 
osophy of living is moro comprehen- 
sible to women, perhaps too because 
women see events and character 
somewhat alike having ' had their 
eyes focused and affected by some- 
what: tho same experiences. 
Domestic Story 

Margaret Ayor Barnes, several 
years ago, wrote a prize winning 
novel, "Years of Grace," which has 
a serenity most women will find 
both stimulating and reassuring. It 
is a domestic story, about a woman 
whose experiences in life were much 
the same as any woman's and whose 
jftfength gives one faith in charac- 
ter. This book is one of the collec- 
tion In the Antioch Public Library. 

For tho woman who enjoys study- 
ing people, who can laugh at the 
whimsies and faults of herself and 
her friends, Jane Austen's writings 
will perhaps appeal— especially if 
the reader as well enjoys tho old 
fashioned story of romantic love. 
Jane Austen led a life of seclusion, 
from the world, and yet her novels 
show an amazing knowledge of what 
makes up the world, not only of her 
time but of the present. "North- 
anger Abbey," "Pride and Preju- 
dice," "Sense and Sensibility/ will 
loave tho reador who likes this 
author looking for moro, for she is 
either greatly enjoyed or poison- 
ously disliked by most people. 

"Jane Eyro* by Charlotto Bronto 
Is another "woman's story" which 
many women enjoy. "Wutherlng 
Heights" by Emily Bronte is another. 
The Bronte sisters, like Jane Aus- 
ten, led an austere life depending 
entirely oh themselves for 'amuse- 
ment. 

If it's a thriller you're after, 
"Frankenstein," recently produced in 
.the . movies, ■ and one of tho first 
stories of Its type written, well fills 
the description. "Frankenstein" .was 
the only published work of Mary 
Shelley, wlfo of England's renowned 
poet 

George Elliot 

Mary Ann Evans, masking under 
the masculine Identity of "George 
Elliot/' wroto several • novels— "Mid- 
dlemarch," "Silas Marner/' VAdam

Antioch Woman Has 
Unusual Meat Recipes 



A corner on different ways of cook- 
ing meats seems to be held by Mrs. 
A. Tackles who knows recipes for 
cooking chicken and lamb and thick 
steaks in unusual ways, using such 
unheard of ingredients as olive oil, 
lemon Juice, mustard and even garlic. 

Mrs. Tackles is confident that 
chicken baked with her recipe will 
never bo dry oven; on the' breast. She 
takes the Juice of ono lemon and 
beats It with a fork Into olive oil 
(about a soup plate full) until the 
olive oil becomes thick and white 
with the consistency of molasses. 
Then^ tho chicken, which has been 
•rubbed lnBldo and out with pepper 
and salt -after haying been .prepared 
for baking, ' Is" "placed 'in the oven 
with somo . <ox the oil. mixture placed 
on the outside and a little on the in- 
side if desired. 

During the .baking, tho fowl should 
be basted every fifteen minutes with 
tho oil preparation, Mrs. Tackles says, 
and when all tho olive oil has beon 
used, tho grease In the bottom of 
the pan should bo used for tho bast- 
ing. This will leave the chicken 
moist and delicious In flavor. 
To Broil Steak 

For her steak broiling recipe, she 
advises Inch and a half sirloin steak 
which should take about an. hour and 
a half to broil, during which time 
the cook should turn It at short in- 
tervals. For this steak, Mrs. Tack- 
les makes a paste of 1 tablespoon 
flour, a tablespoon mustard, pepper 
and salt and Worcestershire sauce. 
She spreads this paste and butter on 
the meat before broiling. 

When cooking lamb, she takes 
three or four pounds and cuts it up 
In chunks as for a stew, then browns 
it in a skillet with butter. She then 
puts tho lamb in a etow pan and 
browns ono or two onions In the 
grease, then places them on top of 
the meat in tho kettle and adds a 
can of tomatoes. This Is stewed in 
very little water. When tho moat is 
almost done she drops In small po- 
tatoes. One kernel of garlic may be 
added to this recipe If It Is desired. 
Pork Roast 

When cooking a pork roast Mrs. 
Tackles silts tho top In a number 
of places then places salt, pepper 
and small pieces of garlic in tho 
slits and covers with tomatoes. 

In discussing the use of garlic for 
flavoring, Mrs. Tackles said that 
most people don't know how to cook 
with tills seasoning/ "They often use 
too much," she said. For flavoring a 
salad, she suggested rubbing a ker- 
nel of garlic around the Inside of the 
howl.

NATION'S LAW MAKERS 
SEEN A S HARD WO RKERS 

Banker Tells of Labor Put in 
' by Members of Congress on 
Mass of Technical Measures 



OUTLINING legislative procedure, 
Robert V. Fleming. President Rlggs 
National Bank, Washington, D. C, gave 
the recent convention of the American 
Bankers Association a description of 
the difficulties and problems confront- 
ing the law-makers. Mr. Fleming said 
in part: 

"The most important part of organi- 
zation of the two branches of congress 
Is election of standing committees. 
Thero are 34 standing committees In 
the Senate and 46 in the Homo. These 
are the workshops of Congress and the 
real work of lawmaking is done In 
Committee Rooms. 

"Tho task of legislating for 124,000,- 
000 people is a tremendous one. Of -e- 
cent years approximately 20,000 bills 
are Introduced annually In the two 
Houses. Only a small. percentage be-: 
come law, but they must be weighed In* 
committee, accepted or rejected, per 
laps amended, reported out, and then 
considered on the floor. 

"Lawmaking Involves about 99% of 
hard and unspectacular work and 
about 1% of oratory. Few tasks ap- 
pear so easy and are so difficult as en- 
actment of sound and satisfactory leg- 
islation. Few Individuals In any line 
of activity work harder or longer hours 
than the chairmen or the important 
committees during a session. I. have 
great sympathy for tho members of 
Congress whoso constituents expect 
undivided attention to every piece of 
legislation in which they may be Inter- 
ested. From my personal observation, 
they earnestly and conscientiously. en- 
deavor to do all that Is humanly pos- 
sible. 

Public Hearings 

"When a bill is Introduced, referred to 
committee and printed the next step. 
If It is a measure of considerable Im- 
portance, is to conduct a public hear- 
ing. The committee makes an effort to 
listen to anyone who cares to be heard 
olther for or against a • measure, al 
though witnesses ore frequently limit- 
ed as to time. Members of the Cabinet 
and other officials of the administra- 
tive departments of tho Government 
usually testify on measuret In which 
they are Interested and furnish the 
commlttco information in executive 
session or otherwise. In this way the 
Administration takes a prominent part 
in shaping legislation. 

"Due to pressure of work and the 
fact that it is impossible for members 
of Congress to bo technical experts on 
every subject of legislation, tbe com- 
mittees are Inclined to give considera- 
tion to the merits of arguments pre- 
sented in testimony and the recom- 
mendations of tho Cabinet and other 
officials. It Is therefore highly desir- 
able, both from tho standpoint of Con- 
gress as well as those affected by pro- 
posed legislation, that the latter have 
an opportunity to discuss frankly the 
effects of such legislation. 

•'We sometimes complain about the 
technicalities of legislation, but when 
wo observe organised minorities en- 
deavoring to force class legislation 
through one House It is a comfort to 
know such measures may be caught' In 
the meshes of technical procedure In 
the other and there suffer what Is 
termed automatic asphyxiation.**.

'not wet or watery, and should be 



well marbled and covered with a 
white, smooth, firm fat, free from 
fibres. In the older animals, tho 
flesh turns to a delicate rose color. 

Deviled Pork Chops 

Mix together 1 tablespoonful of 
chili, sauce, 1. tablespoonful. of 
sugar, Vi teospoonful of dry mus- 
tard, % teaspoonful of paprika, a 
teospoonful of salt and 1 table- 
spoonful of lemon Juice. Add 
If liked, a teaspoonful' of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Pan broil lean 
pork chops on one side only, then 
gash them slightly on both sides 
and cover with the sauce. Cover 
and finish cooking, turning now 
and then. Make a mound of mashed 
potatoes and arrange the chops In 
pyramid form about them. Serve 
very hot with the sauce poured 
about the mound.

Frozen Meat Brought 

to England Long Ago 

New genii* nil celebrated the Jubilee 
of the first shipment of frozen meat to 
Great Britain, but it may be recalled 
that an interesting experiment of the 
kind was made as long ago as 1810, 
writes a columnist In tho Manchester 
(England) Guardian. In January of 
that year three Eskimos arrived at 
Harwich bringing -five sledges londed 
with ptarmigan, blackcock nnd other 
game, frozen nnd parked In airtight 
rases. The enterprising northerners 
had to pay f!>0 (nominally about $2,111) 
duty on tho -cargo (the wicked Condon 
had not then Interfered with the 
sacred principles of protection), nnd 
another £10 for conveyance to London, 
but tho game* was In such excellent 
condition that It found n rendv sale 
at high prices, so that they were able 
to remain in England, spending their 
profits In royal style, for several 
months. Desplto lis success, however, 
the venture was not repented.
